Eaondon, May 13.—The marquis of Salis- 
bury, speaking tonight at the banquet of 
the Non-Conformist Unionist Association, 
said: 

“It is a sad retrospect when we think 
of the number of young lives that have 
been quenched, the splendid hopes cut 
Short and the amount of blood shed in 
the war in South Africa. 

“If is a grievous retrospect. Yet from 
it any suggestion of wrong on the part 
of the empire is absolutely absent. In- 
deed, there are circumstances Which can 
make every lover of his country look 
back with exultation and gratitude upon 
the two years just passed. These circum- 
stances have been able to show that the 
spirit of our countrymen has burned as 
bright as at any other period in our his- 
tory. 

“When I was at the foreign officé I used 
to hear not infrequently that our time 
had passed; fhat our star had set and 
that we were living on the valor of those 
who had gone before. The war in South 
Africa has shown the strength of Eng- 
land, which was never more conclusively 
shown. There is no power in the world 
now but knows that, if it defied the might 
of England, it would defy one of the most 
formidable enemies it could encounter.” 

Subsequently the premier said: 

“If home rule had pased in 1893. what 
would England's position, with a hostile 
Irish government in Dublin, have been to- 
day? What would our position have been

and the Orange Free State, but also an 
equally hostile Ireland -by our side? We 
know now from oyr South African expe- 
Thence the danger of | dreland have 
a wmecasure.of ind . FWe know 
that if wé allowed those who are leading 
Irish politics unlimited power of- making 
preparations against us, ,we should have 
tO-begin by conquering Ireland if ever we 
had to fight any other power.” 


ARMY. SCHEME IS PRESENTED. 


Winston Churchill’s Eloquent Speech 
‘Against Government Proposals. 
London, May 13.—The war secretary, 

Mr. Brodrick, in the house of commons 

tedav, moved his army scheme, provid- 

Ing for six corps, with 50,000 militia as a 

reserve, and increasing the yeomanry 

from 12,000 to 35,000. 

The liberal leader, Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman, moved as an amend- 
ment that while desiring to impagve the 
efficiency of the army the proposals 
largelv increased the existing burdens 
without adding ¢ubstanttially to the mill- 
tary strength of Great Britain. 

Mr. Wyndham, the Irish secretary, in 
defending the general economy of the 
military establighment, said that while 
the British soldier cost in all £111 an- 
nually, the American soldier, not taking 
into account t..e pensions, cost £287 an- 
nually before the war with Spain and 
prior to the date when the United States 


had foreign stations. 


The only really interesting speech was 
made ‘by -.«r. Winston Churchill. who, 
following in his father’s footsteps, en- 
tered a strong protest in behalf of econo- 
my and against ‘ever-growing military 
extravagance.’’ Mr. Churchill created a 
deep impfedsion by reading Lord Ran- 
doirh Churchill’s letter to the marquis 
of Salisbury on his (Lord Randolph's) 
resignation fifteen years ago, emphasiz- 
Ing the need of public economy. 

‘fT am _ proud to raise the tattered flag 
of economy again,’’ he said, and pro- 
ceeding to point out that the expendi- 
ture for defenses had doubled since the 
Wate of his father’s letter. he asked 
whether the population had doubled or 
whether the offensive forces of other 
nations had doubled. He argued that 
thé navy was England’s real defense 
and that the result of the present policy 
would be a weak navy and a uselessly 
strong army: He declared himself un- 
able to. support either Mr. Brodrick’s 
résolution or the amendment of Sir 
Henry Camobell-Bannerman. 

The house listened in impressive si- 
lence to Mr. Churchill's eloquen® ap- 
peal. His style of speakixg is still un- 
equal, but he has the power to domi- 
nate parliament. 

Hen Massineham, writing in The 
ene lew this morning regarding Mr. 
Churchill's speech in the commons last 
night, says nothing like it has been 
heard since Gladstone died and he pre- 
dicts that Mr. Cnurcnil. will one day 
be premier of Great Britain.

Paris, May 13.—The correspondent here 
of the Associated Press learns on trust- 
worthy. authority that unless the sultan 
of Turkey yields on the question of inter- 
ference with the foreign postoffices the 
nowers will probably present an ultima- 
tum in a few days, backed by a naval 
demonstration.

FIRMLY SEATED “IN SADDLE. 


Opposition Loses Hope of Overthrow- 
ing French Ministry. 

Paris, May 13.—The French parliament 
resumes its session tomorrow in an at- 
mosphere of absolute calm. Neither the 
benate nor the chamber of deputies show 
anything like striking in the order of 
the day. Out of thirty-eight interpella- 
tions announced only one deals with 
the government’s foreign policy. This 
interpellation concerns the Franco-Rus- 
sian alliance and will. probably arouse 
some interest. The opposition has ‘lost 
hope of successfully assailing the min- 
istry. 

La Presse, an anti-ministerial news- 
paper, tonight admits that the dominant 
note in the resumption of the parlia- 
mentary sessions is the fact that the 
Waldeck-Rousseau . cabinet will most 
probably preside at the general election 
of 1902. 


REVOLUTION RAPIDLY SPREAD 


Hundreds of Laborers Are Being Ar- 
rested in Russia. 
Berlin, May 13.—The St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of The Lokal Anzeiger says: 
“The revolutionary movement .among 
the laboring classes of Russia is spread- 
ing. There have been 400 arrests of op- 
tives during the last few days,- and 
a number of editors as well as women have 
been arrested. Two professors, who were 
placed under arrest, have been trans- 
ferred to positions in the interior.”’ 


ARCHBISHOP LEWIS IS DEAD. 


Prelate Passed Away on Board the 
Steamer Menominee. 

London, May 13:—Archbishop Lewis, of 
Ontario, died on board the Atlantic trans- 
port dine ateather. Menominee, May 4th. He 
embarked seriously !J] as the result of 
pneumonia and intended to stay in Lon- 
don a short time and proceed to Egypt. 
He *was accompanied by his wife and a 
trained nurse. During the night of May 
8d hé-sank rapidly and. died at 4 o’clock 
the next morning. The body will be em- 
balmed and taken to his residence here. 

New York. May 13.—Archbishop Lewis 
was ill at the hotel Empire in this city 
for some time previous to sailing on the 
Menominee. The archbishop was suffer- 
ing from heart trouble, following recov- 
ery from an attack of pneumonia, when 
he sailed. 

The Most Rev. John ‘Travers Lewis, 
D.D., LL.D., had been archbishop of On- 
tario and metropolitan of Canada since 
1893. Previous to that he had been bishop 
of Ontario, to which see he was appoint- 
ed in 1862. He was born at Carrygloyne 
castle in 1825. and was educated at Trin- 
ity college, Dublin. He was ordained in 
1849 and was rector of Rockville from 
1854 to 1863. 
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CHINESE ASK A REDUCTION. 


Astonished at the Amount of Indem- 
nity Demanded. 

London. May 14.—Dr. .Morrison, wiring 
to The Times from Pekin, May 10th, says: 

‘The Chinese plenipotentiaries are draft- 
ing a reply to the ministers of the powers 
expressing astonishment at the amount of 
indemnity demanded, and-urging a re- 
duction on the ground of the empire’s 
financial difficulties, but undertaking, if 
the full amount is exacted, to pay in 
thirty annval installments of 15,000,000 
tcels from the likin, salt tax and ‘native 
cur toms. 

“Pending a revision of the tariff, they 
also atk the powers to consent to an in- 
crease of the maritime customs and the 
import and export duties by one-third.” 


TROUBLE FEARED BY RUSSIA. 


Czar Will Send More Warships to 
China Waters. 


London, May 14.—‘‘It is asserted here,’’’ 
said the St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The Daily Telegraph, ‘‘that at the re- 
quest of Admiral Alhexeff, the Russian 
government is sending two more battle- 
ships and four cruisers to reinforce the 
Russian fleet in Chinese watérs in antici- 
pation of serious trouble.’’ 


STOLE PORTO RICAN FUNDS. 


Two Postal Officials Are Under Ar- 
rest for Embezzlement. 


Poncé, Porto Rico, May 13.—Carlos and 
Ramon Julia, respectively postmaster and 
assistant postmaster at Juana Diaz, have 
been arrested on the charge of embezzie- 
ment. Inspector Smith, on April 27th, 
found that the postoffice at Juand Diaz 
should have a balance of $952. No cash 
was on hand. 

The bondsmen of the prisoners will re 
imburse the government in full. The 
Julias issued money orders of credit be- 
fore receiving the cash, and it is be- 
lieved they charged their customers a 
commission.

tic stage last week. 

The greatest excitement 
the community and arms and ammuni- 
tion have been obtained by farmers who 
fear a visit from the murderers. 

Charles Tibbets. while. driving down 
the stage road with his children to the 
village school this afternoon, saw the 
ruins of the Allen farmhouse and 
searched the embers, finding the bones 
of a bodv. He gathered the nearest 
neighbors and the ruins were searched 
and bones of three persons were found. 
At one place near the barn cellar there 
was blood and locks of Mr. Allen’s gray 
hair.

APOLOGY FROM KING EDWARD 


He Sets Himself Right with Kansas 
Legislators. 

Topeka, Kas., May 13.—Governor Stan- 
ley today received a letter written by 
Foreign Minister Lansdowne at the re- 
quest of King Edward VII thanking the 
Kansas legislature for their resolution of 
sympathy over the death of Quen Vic- 
toria. This is the third communication 
the legislators have received from King 
Edward since they passed their resolu- 
tion of sympathy. In the first they were 
thanked for their ‘‘sympathy and loy- 
alty.”” They objected to this phraseology 
which placed them in the attitude of be- 
ing loyal to the British throne and the 
king’s letter was expunged from the 
record. 

The king heard of this action and tm- 
mediately expressed his regrets to Am- 
bassador Choate, explaining that a 
subordinate had sent out the wrong let- 
ter of thanks to the Kansas legislature. 
The letter received today Is an acknowl- 
edgment in prover form of the resolutfon 
of the Kansas legislature. 


GOT ROCKEFELLER’S MONEY. 


Alleged That Frank Siegel Made 
Away with $100,000. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 13.—Utley 
Wedge, of Joplin, Mo., was today ap- 
pointed receiver for the Siegel-Sanders 
Livestock Commission Company of this 
city. This action followed the filing of 
a suit against tne company by Frank 
Rockefeller, of Cleveland, O., who is a 
heavy stockholder of the company. In 
his petition Mr. Rockefeller charges 
Frank Siegel, president and general 
manager of the company, with pecula- 
tion and mismanagement of its affairs. 
Mr. Rockefeller intimates that Siegel 
made away with over $100,000. 


Debs To Revive Brotherhood, 


Chicago, May 13.—Eugene V. Debs con- 
firms the story that an effort is being 
made to revive the American Railway 
Union under the name of the United 
Brotherhood of Railway Employees.

McKinley’s Speech. 


At 3:30 o’clock, when they were con- 
cluded, he left for San Francisco, The 
president in his response to the mayor's 
address of welcome said: 

“We live under a constitution that was 
made for 4,000 people and yet it has 
proved quite adequate for 75,000,000 of, peo- 
pie. (Applause.) It has embraced within 
it every. national duty and purpose and 
has never stood in the way of our de- 
velopment and expansion. That instru- 
ment seems almost to be inspired to carry 
forward the ho!v mission of liberty. It 
seems to have not been made alone for 
those who framed it and their successors. 
but for all] ages and all mankind. 

“That instrument stands today aimost 
as it left the hands of its framers. Few 
amendments have been added and those 
have only been to enlarge the priceless 
blessings. of Hibertv and free government 
to the people, and no amendment can ever 
be made to the constitution.of this coun- 
trv that will curtail the supreme and sov- 
ereign power of the people. (Great ap- 
Dlause.) We have lived under it for 125 
years, in storm and in sunshine, in war 
within and without. amidst passions and 
tumult. and after a century and a quar- 
ter that great instrument stands un- 
sullied by a single lapse of principle. (Ap- 
piause.) 

“To us. my fellow citizens, foung and 
old. the preservation of that constitution 
is committed. It is a sacred instrument 
and it is a sacred trust given to us to see 
to it that it ie preserved in all its virtue 
and vigor. to be passed along,to the gen- 
erations vet to come. Glorio 8 constitu- 
tion. glorious’ union, glorious flag! 
Seventy-five millions of people stand to- 
gether as they never before stood to de- 
fend them all.” (Enthusiastic applause.) 


Mammoth Bouquet. 


Immediately in the rear of.the stand 
was the big bouquet of which so much 
has been heard. It was ninety feet in 
circumference and stood in its frame 
twenty-five feet high. The stem was a 
telegraph pole sunk in the ground. Ia 
was composed of cut flowers of every va- 
riety that blooms. The idea of presenting 
this immense floral offering to Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley originated with the ladies of San 
Jose and the presentation was made to 
the president by Mrs. E, O. Smith, who 
expressed tender words of regret for Mrs.

CONTROL OF THE BETHLEHEM 


Sought by the Vickers-Maxim- 
Cramp Combine. 
Philadelphia, May 13.—Control of the 
Bethlehem Steel Company, as the first 
positive step in the organization of the 
Vickers-Maxim-Cramp ship building com- 
bination, will probably be definitely ar- 
ranged for this week. Negotiations at 
this end, actively begun ten days ago, 
have reached a crisis, and in the opinion 
of Bethlehem stockholders the deal will 

be closed this week. 

‘There is nothing to say now, but there 
probably will be -before the end of the 
week,’’ a Bethlehem stockholder said to- 
‘day. “If a sale of stock results all will 
get rice, as the large holders 
will insist, before agreeing to sell their 
stock. that the “purchasers shall agree to 
all other stock on the same terms.

‘Convention Discusses Matter in 


- Session. 


‘Havana, May 1%.—The Cuban constitu- 
tional convention met today in secret ses- 
sion and formally considered the report 
of the commission that went to Washing- 
ton to obtain more defihite information 
regarding the intentions of the United 
States government. General Sanguilly 
objected to the report on ‘the ground of 
incompleteness, pointing out that the com- 
mission made no recommendations. 

. “They were sent to Washington,” he 
said, “with the object of getting some cf 
the bases changed, but they offered no 
explanation as to why the changes could 
not be effected, nor do they express an 

“opinion regarding the acceptance or re- 
jection of the Platt amendment as we 
had expected they would.”’ 

Senors Tanayo, Llorente and Betan- 
court replied that Secretary Root had ex- 
plained that the bases could not be chang- 
ed, as the Platt amendment was the 
final policy of the Washington administra- 
tion. It was useless, therefore, they went 
on to say. for them to insist on a change, 
but the construction Mr. Root had put 
upon the bases, together with his assur- 
ance that the United States would estab- 
lish an independent government in Cuba 
‘and would not interfere with Cuban sov- 
ereignty, influeficed them in favor of ac- 
cepting the améndment, a!though they 
did not recommend this course in the re- 
port. 

.Senor Portuondo declared that he did 
not agree with his colleagues who had al- 
ready spoken, but was opposed to accept- 
ine the Platt amendment. 

Senor Capote was not present. but it ts 
understood that he agrees with the ma- 
jority. 

Senor Juan Gualberto Gomez moved 
that the report be referred to the com- 
mittee on relations, whose last renort 
has still to be acted upon. He admitted 
that the commission’s visit to Washine- 
ton had thrown new light upon the 
amendment, but he thoucht it only just 
that the -ommittee should be allowed an 
opportunity to change the renort in order 
to conform to the new conditions. 

An attempt was made to take an imme- 
diate vote with reference to the amend- 
ment, but the motion of Senor Gomez was 
finally carried, the committee being in- 
structed to act promptly.

respective states. During the proceedings 
the states will be called in alphabetical 
order, and the features of the recent de- 
velopments of these states will be prom- 
inently brought forward. 


REORGANIZATION OF ARMY. 


Order Published Fixing Its Strength 
at 77,287 Men. — 


Washington, Mav 13.—The war. depart- 
ment today published the reorganization 
order prescribing the strength of the 
various branches of the military service 
woon the basis of a total army of 77.287 
men and a staff of 2,783 men, the enlisted 
strength being 74,504 men. 

By the secretary's order each cavalry 
regiment will consist of twelve cavalry 
troops of eightv-five enlisted men eacn, 
making the total strength of the cavairy 
branch 15,840 men. 

The coast artillery wil] consist of 126 
companies, of 100 enlisted men _ each, 
making 13.734. and the field artillery of 
thirty batteries of 10 men each, making 
a total artillery force, field and coast. of 
18,863 enlisted men. 

The thirty infantry regiments will con- 
sist of twelve companies of 104 enlisted 
men each, makine the infantry strength 
38.320 enlisted men. .The three engineer 
battalions will have four companies of 
104 enlisted men each. and with a band 
and will have a strength of 1,282 enlisted 
men. 


SAVANNAH WINS TAXING CASE 


City Can Levy Tax on Its Own Prop- 
When Leased. 
Washington, May 13—In the- United 
States supreme court today an opinion 
was handed down in the case of Wells 
vs. the city of Savannah, Ga., involving 
the question of the city’s right to tax 
its own property when leased to an- 
other party.

UNLY SEVEN ESCAPED 
FRUM SINKING STEAMER 


Mrs. Allen, One of the Victims, 
Was Soon To Be Marricd—Boat 
Struck Snag and Sunk 
Very Rapidly. 


Carbondale, Ill., May 13.—The steamer 
City of Paducah was sunk near Brunk- 


grove, of the Southern Industrial Assocl- / horst landing, about four miles north of 


Grand Tower, at 1 20’clock Sunday night. 
Between twenty-five and fifty people were 
drowned, only seven escaping with thefr 
lives. 

The City of Paducah |eft St. Louls Sun- 
day morning on a downward trip and 
Stopped at most of the landings and load- 
ed on freight. Between 11 and 12 o'clock * 
Miss Fannie Block, who, in company with 
her parents, Rev. and Mrs. Block. was’ 
going from St. Louis to Evansville. Ind., 
was roused from sleep by a sudden jar. 
She asked her mother if her berth had 
broken down and no sooner had the words 
passed her lips than water rushed inte the 
apartments and they were compelled to 
act quickly to save their lives. With four 
others they escaped to the IlMnols shore 
by holding on to drift wood and swim- 
ming. 

The seven saved are Hebrews. Rev. Mr. 
Block is a Jewish rabbi. The seven sur- 
vivors of the catastrophe made their way 
down the river bank to Grand Tower anc&® 
aroused Mrs. BaronowskKy. at the Tre- 
mont hotel, where they were given jodg- 
ing until this morning. They lost all 
their clothes and valuables and nad noth- 
ing but their underwear and blankets 
about them. Among the drowned wers 
about twenty-five negro roustabouts. Rev. 
Mr. Block, wife and daughter passed 
through Carbondale this morning on their 
wav ,.to Evansville. where they will reside. 

Story of the Disaster. 
ank White, Whose home ts'\in Kansas 
City, told the following stofy of the dia 
aster: 

“I got on the boat at Landing. 76 to go 
to Cairo. The boat stoppéd at Lake Diteh 
landing and took on several sacks of corn. 
We landed aZain at Brunkhorst,. which 
is only a few miles from Lake Ditch. ana 
todk On corn. At both places about seven- 
teen sacks were loaded. After the corn 
at Brunkhorst had been placed on board 
the boat started down stream and just 
as she put off struck a snag, tearing a 
big hole in her. 

“The crew then tried to place the stern 
of the boat toward the river and while 
turning her around she sank. She is 
about thirty feet from shore and her 
cabin and pilot house are above water. I 
jumped into a skiff and made to shore. 

“I don’t know how many were aboard. 
but I think there were about twenty- five 
drowned. Among them were two eén- 
gineers, one white woman and about 
fifteen negroes. 


“There was great confusion and it may 
be that more are drowned.’ 


Victim Soon To Be a Bride. 


The bodies of the two passengers have 
been recovered. First Mate Tobias Royal, 
of St. Louis. says only about twelve pas- 
sengers were on board and all were saved 
except two. 

The body of Dr, J. W. Bell. of Bells 
landinz. Tennessee, was taken out of his 
stateroom. The remains of a young wod- 
moh, on which was a visiting card read- 
ing: “‘Mrs. Narry lL. Allen, St. Loufa, 
Mo.,’’ were recovered from her state- 
room. Two friends traveling with the 
drowned woman, who started back to St. 
Louis on the steamer City of Clifton, said 
that the voung lady was engaged fo - 
merry Dr. C. A. Meredith, of St. Louisa, 
Several hundred dollars’ worth of jewelry 
was found on her body. 

The passenger list has not been re- 
covered. A diver is searching for it. 
Only the Texas and the hurricane deck 
are above water, which reached to the 
skylights of the cabins. All the staté- 
rooms are completely filled with water. 

The steamboat drifted a third of a mile 
below the landing before she sank. The 
first mate was on the cabin deck and 
escaped by climbing through the sky- 
light. 

It is supposed that most of the missing 
deck hands, who were on the lower deck, 
were washed down the river. The boat 
lies down about 100 feet from the Illinols 
shore, the forepart of the hurricane det 
being under water. She appears to be ’@ 
total wreck. 

The coroner, C. E. Knauer, of Mufphys- 
boro, Ill.. is holding an inquest, while the 
diver is searching for more bodies. 

Thomas Johnston, of St. Louis. watch- 
man of the boat. who Is sald to be among 
the lost. was eighty-five years of age and 
had been a steamboat man for aixty 
years. He }jived in St. Louis. 


The Rabbi’s Story.

FEW NEW~-BILIS PRESENTED. 


Both Houses of Florida Legislature 
Working Hard. 


Tallahassee, Fla., May 13.—(Special)— 
The feature of the day’s sessions of both 
legislative houses was the cleaning of 
the routine work on the calendars pre- 
paratory to taking up many measures 
of great im~ortance which are to follow 
the remainder of the week. In the sen- 
ate new bills for the reorganization of 
the judiciary and to impose license tax 
on persons using tradin~ stamps we 
introduced. The senate passed practical- 
ly the whole day in preliminary action 
on bills on second reading, finally pass- 
ing but few local bills.

In 
the house of representatives Osteen in- 
troduced a bill to compel railroad and 
steamboat companies to accept for pas- 
sage at anv time tickets issued by them 
regardless of time limit. and on any di- 
vision of the line. Other new bills were 
to provide for the publication of insolvent 
tax lists and to regulate fees of circuit 
clerks. The house passed numerous lo- 
cal bills incorporating. and changing 
chari -8 of cities and towns. Among 
the more important measures passed by 
the house were: General law regulat- 
ing inspection, analysis and sale of com- 
mercial fertilizers. For limitation of 
prosecutions against state, county and 
city officials. Revenue bill for Pensa- 
cola. Joint resolution favoring popu- 
lar election of United States senators. 
To authorize city of Pensacola to issue 
one million dollars of bonds for munici- 
pal improvements and joint resolytion to 
authorize the state board of health to 
negotiate with the United States gov- 
ernment to operate quarantine stations 
in Florida. 

Representative Williams today intro- 
duced a bill for a Greater Tampa, which 
proposes to abolish the present charters 
of Tampa and the suburbs of East Tam- 
pa, West Tampa and Fort Brooke and 
incorporate all in the city of Tampa.

And Conventicn Adjourns—Officers 
and Boards Re-elected with

Is Elected to the Home 
Board.

New Orleans, May 13.—This was the 
last day of the convention of southern 
Baptists. President Northen presided. 
Considerable time was spent in consider- 
ing the report from the last convention 
as to the advisability of a board of co- 
operation. There are now three boards, 
Sunday school, home missions and for- 
eign missions, located respectfully at 
Nashville, Atlanta and Richmond. Dr. 
Campbell presented his report today, 
only six of the nine members having 
signed it. Thev were in favor of the es- 
tablishment of the new board with head- 
quarters at Baltimore, Baltimore having 
promised $4,000 if the board should come 
to that city. Dr. A. J. Barton, of Little 
Rock, presented a minority report. He 
opposed the acceptance of the $4,000 pledge 
by Baltimore and wanted the board es- 
tablished at Atlanta, with five instead 
of twenty members provided by the ma- 
jority report. The object of the new 
board is to secure the membership of 
Baptist churches in the southern Baptist 
convention and their co-operation at the 
annual convention, e 

The entire dav was consumed in dis- 
cussion, and it was finally resolved to 
thank the Baltimore ministers for their 
generous offer, and to refer the whole 
matter. to a special committee to report 
at next year’s convention. 

At the night session the officers and 
boards of the convention were re-elected 
with but few exceptions. W. C. Tyree, 
of North Carolina, was made vice presi- 
dent of the foreign missionary board and 
W. T. Derileaux recording secretary. J. 
M. Mercer was substituted for J. B. Haw- 
thorne among the managers. Dr. John

London Spectator: Police prevention 
is not perfect, though it does much, for

Pennsylvania’s Sky Ferries. 


Pittsburg Dispatch: Ttte sky ferry at Coul- 
tersville was one of the first to be built across 
the Youghioghenv and it dates back to about 
1890, when eight miners formed a stock com-. 
pany and built a machine. The mechanism of 
the affair consists of a cage suspended from two 
traveling wheels, which run along a oné-inch 
steel cable stretched from bank to bank and 
tightened by means of a simple windlass built 
of timbers. The cage will carry four passen- 
gers, and the propelling power of the ferry is 
furnished by a windlass, which is turned ly 
the passenger and winds up a Nght line, car- 
rying the cage across the stream. 

To raise the ferry to a safe distance above 
the river a platform is built and on this another 
set of machinery is placed, so that if the 
ferry is on the opposite side of the river and 
& passenger wishes to cross, he can wind the 
machine over to him and then make the trip 
across the stream. 

The sensation of swinging out over the river 
im one of these ferries is rather startling, as 
the machine starts out from the bank with a 
swoop that carries it half way across, or to 
the lowest part of the slack of the cable. Then 
the traveler has to wind up the windlass to 
reach the other shore. No accident has ever 
happened on any of these ferries, but at Coul- 
tersville they tell a story of a miner, who,

To Make Burlington Neutral. 

It is believed that some ‘arrangement 
will be worked out by which Burlington 
will be held, so that it cannot possibly 
be operated to injure any of the western 
railroads. That is the Union Pacific will 
not only get an interest in the property, 
but the St. Paul, which, next to Union 
Pacific, was most serlously jeopardized 
by the passing of Burlington's control to 
the Northern trans-continental lines, 
will share in the Burlington contract, 
so’ that it will be removed absolutely 
as a disturbing factor in the railroad 
situation. 

It is.not believed that J. P: Morgan 
& Co. will be displaced as the interest 
résponsible before the public for the 
management of that property, but there 
Was some suvestion today that the al- 
Iiance between Mr. Hill and Mr. Mbor- 
gan, which has only been of about six 
months’ duration, will be ended. There 
is good ground for saying that while Mr. 
Hill has probably retained the large in- 
terest in Northern Pacific which he ac- 
quired last summer, when the stock de- 
clined below 60, on the reduction of, the 
dividend, the most influential of Mr.

Morgan to the Hescue. 

London, May 13.—The stock exchange 
committee and J. Pierpont Morgan have 
come ‘to the rescue of the situation, and 
the difficulty in which operators and 
brokers who have given calls for North- 
ern Pacific for the end of May and July 
found themselves is satisfactorily set- 
tled. 

The committee decided that “the buy- 
ing in" of Northern Pacific common 
and preferred be suspended for the pres- 
ent. This means that the stock need 
not be delivered immediately. The com- 
mittee also fixed the making up price 
of Northern Pacific common at 140. Mr. 
Morgan is lending Northern Pacific at 
‘“‘evens,’’ that is, for nothing. 

It is understood that Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., as well as Mr. Morgan, are quietly 
lending shares to aid their friends who 
have been caught in the squeeze. 

The committee also deciaed that the 
settling price for preferred was to be 
110, but the amount involved is of minor 
importance. ee

TRIES TO COLLECT TAXES 


Although He Has No Authority. 
Colonel Woodruff .Not Implicated 
in Commissary Frauds. 


Manila, May 13.—The military officials 
generally are secofiding the civil settle- 
ments of affairs in the province with the 
notable exception of the province of Ba- 
taan, where Major P. Vose, commanding 
the Sixth artillery, has sought to enforce 
lus own ordinance to collect taxes and 
has not authorized civil government in 
the province. General MacArthur has or- 
dered Major Vose to cease his unauthor- 
ized assumptions of authority. 

The United States Philippine commis- 
gion finds that the internal revenue col- 
lections in most of the provinces are 
not sufficient to support the. provincial 
government until the beginning of the 
collections of iand taxes, a year hence, 
and appropriations of $2,000 to $3,000 will 
be made from the insular treAsury in 
favor of. several of the provinces. These 
appropriations will be considered to be 
loans. In addition the provincial laws 
will be amended so as to require a Ce- 
dula of one peso frém all males over 18, 
half of which will go to the province 
and half to the municipality. 

The treasury at Washington has be- 
gun the pavment of sundry army ex- 
penses, including fents and rewards for 
surrendered arms formerly borne by the 
insular treasury. 

It is considered certain that Colonel 
Charles A. Woodruff, the chief commis- 
sary officer had no connivance with the 
contractors’ frauds.

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T was a rarely critical and self-pos- 
sessed audience that filled the Grand 
last night to witness the initial per- 
formance of the Summer Stock Company. 
All of its critical faculties were keenly 
alive, and the players were asked, in ef- 
fect, to give an account of themselves. 
This they did, and most satisfactorily. 
They had chosen a medium as brittle, 
as brilliant, as: glittering, and as easily 
mishandled as spun glass, through which 
to introduce themselves. ‘‘Lady Winder- 
was one of the last pro- 
ductions of that chiefest decadent of 
them all whose name is no more. It 
sparkles and glitters with an artificial 
wit that appeals almost as forcibly to 
the eye as to the mind. The lines sgscin- 
tillate with the brilliancy of diamonds, 
and crackle with epigrams. But the 
smartness and the cleverness and 
the brilliancy are all painfully forc- 
ed. There is a. constant and visi- 
ble striving for effect. There is 
nothing spontaneous about the wit; it 
impresses one as flat, flagrant mechanism. 
The endless stream of epigrams (usual- 
ly inverted or paraphrased maxims and 
proverbs) clogged the mental machinery.

, “Lady Windermere’s Fan” 
is nil. Beyond repeating with what skill 
they may, the extravagantly ingenious 
and essentially modern aphorisms of its 
lines, the players have but little to do.

A Georgian’s Speech. 

A speech delivered by: Senator Car- 
Mack, of Tennessee, at the Memphis 
banquet to the president has been wide- 
ly commented upon and generally ap- 
proved, especially in the south, where 
it is not considered necessary that 
there should be a continuous perform- 
ance of protestation of loyalty. Sen- 
ator Carmack told the president that 
the days- had- long since passed when 
it was necessary to declare that the 
south is in the union to stay; that the 
south lias been for the union practical- 
ly since Appomattox, ang that while 
the Spanish war gave a practical illus- 
tration of unity, no such illustration 
was really necessary. 

The Washirgtpn Post, commenting 
on Senator C.armack’s speech, gives 
him full credit for his thoughts- and 
his eloquence, but adds that he was not 
the pioneer in this direction. The Post 
quotes a Georgia member of congress 
as having expressed the same senti- 
ment some time ago. Says The Post: 

The sentiments about the unification of 
the. country and the loyalty of the new 
south, emphasized by Senator Carmack, 
of Tennessee, during President McKin- 
ley’s recent visit to Memphis, figured to 
some extent in the speeches that followed 
his visit to Atlanta over two years ago. 
That visit to Atlanta and a suggestion 
that the government should care for the 
graves of dead confederate. soldiers 
brought from Representative James M. 
Griggs, of Georgia, an unusually eloquent 
speech, delivered in the house February 
4, 1899, and widely commented on at the 
time. A column of it was printed in The 
Post of the following day. and goes to 
support Mr. Griggs’s claim that Senator 
Carmack was not altogether the pioneer 
in that line of thought. Mr. Griggs was 
born in 1861, and is of the school of south- 
ern statesmen reared since the peace of 
Appomattox. The following paragraphs 
from the speech indicate its tenor: 

Every act of the neopnle of the south, from 
Appomattox to Santiago, has been a declara- 
tion of devotion and a loyal sacrifice to the 
union, and no*hing but the ‘‘blindness of unbe- 
lief" has prevented its acknowledgrnent long 
ago. Surprise, distrust anf thanks go hand in 
hand. here, Mr. Speaker. and the people of the 
south neither deserve the one nor expect the 
other. Georgia tut did her duty, as did Mas- 
sachusrtis, as both will alt.ays perform it re- 
garcdless of consequences once they have deter- 
mined where duty leads. 

I have never been at war with my fellow 
citizens, and it brings a feeling akin to pain 
to hear iterated and reiterated that my fellow 
countrymen are now reconciled to me. 

I have always been an American, and tha 
bonds which certain well-intentioned gentle- 
men are continually weaving with which to re- 
bind me to the union are galling to the flesh. 
More than half of us have never been unrecon- 
ciled, and we weary of eternal welcomes to the 
Place we have always known as home. (Ap- 
plause.) We have never left our father’s 
house, and while the principles for which they 
fought and the memory of their sacrifices are 
dear to us all, it is impossible for us to enjoy 
the hilarious feast and the fatted calf of the 
prodigal’s return.

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America Will. Be Ready. 


The London Spectator, which has al- 
ways observed a friendly tone toward 
American interests, observing the re- 
ported ill-feeling against American 
tradé aggressiveness, says: 

Our object is only to awaken Americans 
from an illusion, to induce them to in- 
crease their fleet steadily instead of by 
rushes, and to persuade them, if we can, 
to think out what they are doing, and not 
act, as we too often do, upon the spur of 
the moment. They may rely upon it that 
the continent will lose nothing for want 
of planning, and that when the alliance 
against America, of which Count Cane- 
varo talks, is transmuted from a hope 
into a fact, the fact will be full grown and 
armed, 

The advice of The Spectator is very 
good, but it hardly understands the 
conditions by which American trade 
is influenced. Ours is the one country 
in the world in which preparation and 
plan has played no part. We are a 
people of surprises. In all the wars in 
which we have been engaged we had to 
gather up our loins after they had been 
entered upon.

good luck will never desert us. We 
have bargains to offer our foreign 
friends, which they will make more 
by accepting than by rejecting. 

And lastly, there is not as much in 
this talk of foreign combinations as 
alarmists would have us believe.

Delaware’s Dilemma. 
The proposal to call an extra session

and thus the state must go without 
representation. -

Death by Electricity. 


The infliction of the death penalty 
by electricity having been adopted by 
the state of Massachusetts, a condemn- 
ed victim took an appeal to the su- 
preme court, claiming exemption. on 
the ground that this form of punish- 
ment .was “erue] or unusual.” 

The finding of the supreme court is 
of general interest, since it treats of 
capital puhishment and its purpose in 


a general way. Says the chief justice: 


The answer to the whole argument 
which has been presented is that there Is 
but a single punishment—death. It is said 
that you cannot separate the means from 
the end in considering what the punish- 
ment is. any more, when the means is a 
current of electricity, than when it is a 
slow fire. We should have thought that 
the distinction was plain. In the latter 
case the means is adopted not solely for 
the purpose of accomplishing the end of 
death, but for the purpose of causing 
other pain to the person concerned, The 
so-called méans is also an end of the same 
kind as death itself, or in other words, 


‘is intended to be a part of the punishment. 


But when, as here, the means adopted are 
chosen with just the contrary intent, and 
are ‘devised for the purpose of reaching 
the end proposed as swiftly and painlessly 
as possible, we are of opinion that they 
are not forbidden by the constitution, al- 
though they should be discoveries of re- 
cent science and never should have been 
heard of before. Not only is the prohibi- 
tion addressed to what in a proper sense 
may be called the punishment, but, fur- 
ther, the word ‘‘unusual’’ must be con- 
strued with the word “‘cruel,”’ and cannot 
be taken so broadly as to prohibit every 
humane improvement not _ previously 
known in Massachusetts. 

As this view is in accord with the 
trend of all modern law, it points to 
the more. general acceptance of this 
method of execution. The death penal- 
ty is an unpleasant one fo inflict in 
any way, but since it is made necessa- 
ry by the offenses of wicked men, it is 
best that the end aimed at be accom- 
plished as quickly as possible, and 
that all amneceneary suffering should 


be removed.

Along the Old Line of Battle, en route 
through Georgia—A trip along the .old 
line of battle from Chattanooga to At- 
lanta affords one of the best methods of 
comparison with the new, in which it will 
be seen that the brave men who fell, led 


having changed the tactics of war for 
those of peace, have regained all ‘ their 
lost ground, and are prepared for that 
mastery of skill by which the south will 
once more assume the place of leader- 
ship.

It was through this country, in a seat 
at the rear window of the special car 
of Traffic Manager H. F. Smith, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and S8t. Louis 
railroad, that this opportunity was af- 
forded. In the party were Colonel Kille- 
brew, late commissioner of agriculture 
of Tennessee, General Passenger Agent 
Danley, General Freight Agent Knox, Su- 
perintendent McCollum Colonel J. A. 
Sams and others. The _ revelation 
of summing up the _ resources of 
& railroad system was something new, 
and yet it soon became highly 
interesting. A stop here to look 
at a chicken farm, there .to examine the 
structure of a bridge, next to take in the 
output of an ochre mine, a run through 
a cotton factory, a heated argument on 
some chance platform with a delegation 
of shippers, and an appeal from a peach 
grower @r a sufficiency of cars when the 
time comes. And the wonder of it all was 
the thorough manner in which Traffic 
Manager Smith took in the situation, fur- 
nished memoranda to his stenographer, 
and then squared himself for his next 


stop.

“It is the purpose of our company,” said 
Traffic Manager Smith, “to develop the 
trade ‘of this part of Georgia, and. to 
encourage emigration into it. The policy 
of a railroad company is to develop the 
resources along its line. We recognize 


the fact that every man put to work 
along our line of road becomes a builder 
up of its freightage. Every field cleared 
means increased products which must 
seek a mark... through our cars. In do- 
inz all this we must be governed by some 
general principles which the single ship- 
per is not at all umes able to understand, 
but a departure from which would work 
confusion all along the line. 
* 


‘Po illustrate,” went on the traffic 
manager, ‘“‘by far the most interesting 
place, in its possibilities, which we have 
yet passed, is the chicken farm of Colonel 
Ed. L. Wight, near Atlanta. His success 
means the development of poultry, with 
all its attendant industries; the increase 
of pet stock; che raising of cattle and 
hogs, and the dairying interest. It will 
become our duty to foster excursions 
and private trips from all sections to 
those interested in these lines in order 
that they mav see for themselves what 
can be done in this section of Georgia. 
Many of these people will be induced to 
become settlers, in order to enter some 
branch of the same business. In Adairs- 
ville we have a large flouring mill, which 
must have raw material upon which to 
keep up operations. It is to our interest 
that this flouring mill should enter all the 
markets upon equal terms witn milis in 
Minneapolis and elsewhere. This calls 
for an understanding along certain lines 
bétween the mill and the railroad com. 


pany.

“Then there is the future to provide 
for,’’ went on Mr. Smith. ‘‘An immense 
peach crop is coming into maturity. Be- 
fore even the growers have thought of 
it we have had to consider the question 
of transportation. There must be cars 
in abundance, and a through right of 
way to the markets to arrange. If we 
waited until the last moment, and per- 
mitted competing railroads as well] as re- 
frigerating cars to enter the field, it 
would result in endless confusion—too 
many cars at one place, too few at an- 
other, and in some places none at all. 
There would be no regularity of service, 
What would be the natural result? Ir- 
regularity would be the order of the 
day. Hence it will be seen that the 
railroad company which is responsible 


'for the moving of the freight should be 


given credit for dbing its duty when it 
provides in advance for prompt services, 
responsible refrigerating service, and re-| 
liable connections to all the selling points, 
Such a shipper at Mr. Summerour, for in- 
stance, must have regularity and certain 


service.’’

Gold, 
iron, manganese, cement, baryta, ochre, 
asbestos, marble, tripoli, talc, graphite, 
limestone and bauxite are found in large 
quantities, but the chief sources of rev- 
enue and of development Nave been in 
iron ore and manganese. Gold is being 
mined by two companies near the town of 
Acworth, and within a distance of twelve 
miles are also found the large develop- 
ments of the Cherokee Gold Mining Com- 
pany, and others, all busily and success- 
fully engaged in the extraction of the 
metal. Near Allatoona is the large 
property of the Southern States’ Develop- 
ment Comnany, an English corporation 


pwhich is now prospecting by shafts, 


drifts and actual mill tests the property 
recently bought by them. Much desul- 
tory individual branch mining is done 
through the spring and summer months 
in the hills and ravines, creeks and 
branches. Thé most extensive iron plant 


on the line, and one of the most exten- 
sive | the south, is that located at Su-

* Manganese is found principally in the 
Cartersville district, and some thousands 
of tons afte annuglly produced. Out of 
the 13,967 tons of manganese ore pro- 
duced in the United States in 1898, Geor- 
gia supplied 6,689 tons—slightly more than 
doubling the output. Graphite slate, a 
material cOntaining 12 per cent of graph- 
ite, is mined near HBmerson, and used 
as a “filler” by the fertilizer manufac- 
turers. The product will amount to 10,- 
000 tons per annum. The Ladd Lime 
Works, near Cartersville, have been pro- 
ducing a standard lime for many years. 
At Clifford is an enormbus deposit of 
limestone which is being utilized for bal- 
last and macadam. Also at Cyickamauga 
and at Graysville the stone appears in 
great quantity and high grade. Hydraul- 
ic cement is manufactured at Cement, 
Ga., and is the only plant of the kind 
south of Louisville, Ky. Large deposits 
of beauxite are found on both sides of 
the road. Extensive deposits of baryta 
are found near Allatoona, Emerson and 
Cartersville. Cartersville is the center 
for the production and manufacture of 
yellow ochre, 

Asbestos is found near Cartersville. A 
handsome black and white marble is 
found in quantity near the town of Cal- 
houn; a variegated red marble near Dal- 
ton, and a very beautiful mottled mar- 
ble between Dalton and Spring Place. 
There is also a quarry Of handsome black 
marble near @alton. The white, and the 
white, @ink and black commingled, and 
verde antique marbles of Cherokee and 
Pickens counties are tributary, and are 
worked up at Marietta. Tripoli is found 
near Dalton, and also near Spring Place. 
Caen stone is found near Cartersville. 
This stone is very soft when nfined, can 
be carved like wood, and hardens with 
exposure. Talc is mined near Spring 
Place, prepared for market, and shipped 
from Dalton. The material is of a pearl 
white and dark green colors.

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monial interests. Dr. Fasanotti was re- 
cently seen by a reporter from The New 
York Herald, who interviewed him as 
follows: 

“Has not the count allowed himself a 
rather limited time in which to meet 
and to win the lady?’ I asked Dr. Fasa- 
notti yesterday, ‘“‘especially as he is 
comparatively unacquainted here, ad- 
mits that his family is not wealthy and 
is further embarrassed by the fact that 
he does not speak one word of Eng- 
lish.”’ 

“Ah, but the young man is so hand- 
some and he is so dashing,’’ replied the 
apostolic missionary, ‘“‘and do not for- 
get he is a soldier!

“IT could wish he might speak the Eng- 
lish, but does he not eloquently spéak 
the language that is known to all young 
men and maidens?

TROLLEY POLES AT ONCE 


{2 Courtcil Agrees To Recommenda- 


tion of Electrical Board Compe- 
_ tition Will Be a Fact 
Two Months Béfore 
Date Promised, 


Atlanta is about to have competition 
in electric lights and power nearly two 
months ahéad of the time set for the 


~ Operation of the plant of the Atlanta 


Railway and Power Company. 

If the recommendation of the board of 
electrical control is agreed to by coun- 
cil next Monday afternoon the Power 
company will, within the month. be giv- 
ing service in electric lights to ® num- 
ber’ of ‘mercantile establishments near 
the center of the city. 

During the meeting of the board yes- 
terday morning a petition signed by mer- 
chants was submitted to the board. The 
petitioners asked that the Power com- 
pany be granted the privilege of string- 
ing feeder wires on their trolley poles 
within the fire limits to furnish, tem- 
porarily, electricity to houses in the cen- 
ter of town. 

It was in response to this petition of a 
large number of Atlanta business men 
that the board of electrical control unan- 
imousty decided to open the way for im- 
mediate competition and enable the At- 


lanta Railway and Power Company to 


begin work in the next few weeks. 

There was opposition to the petition 
» until it was learned that the wires would 
be Separate \from the regular trolley 
feeder wires, being supplied by the elec- 
tric HNghting generators and not the car 
service. On Chief Joyner’s motion the 
board unanimously agreed to the favor- 
able reco endation. The generators 
have been installed at the main power 
house of the company and if council 
gtants the petition of the merchants, 
wires will be strung for the purpose of 
giving the necessary lights and power 
to those who are demanding competi- 
tion. The wires will be strung upon the 
trolley wire poles so that the streets 
will not. be encumbered. 

umers Signed Petition. 

There Is an insurance law against sup- 
plying lights from the trolley wires. The 
voltage of such wirea is more than 500, 
while the voltage of the wirés supplying 
incandescent electric lights is about. 110. 

The petition which was presented to 
the board of electrical control was 
signed by a number of large consumers 
of electric lights and power. One of 
the signers stated during the meeting 
that the reason he was urging the mat- 
ter was from the fact that the Georgia 
Electric Lieht Company informed his 
firm that the lights would be cut out 
unless a contract was signed. 

In decidine to favorably recommend 
the granting of this petition the board 
did so with the distinct understanding 
that thése wires should all be taken 
down by October 9th. 

On that date an ordinance requiring 
all wires within the inner fire limits be 
put underground becomes effective. 
While this petition was being considered 
several of the signers appeared to urge 
that it be granted. The Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company expects to have its 
permanent lighting system in operation 
within the fire limits in ninety days. The 
Power company has already received 
some of its material for the underground 
system, andit is understood that the 
work will be begun and carried forward 
to completi as soon as possible. 

ts Fewer Poles. 

The board also decided to decrease the 
number of telephone and telegraph poles 
in the city. The matter was brought 
up by Chairman Grady, who said that 
there was no reason why the poles could 
not be consolidated so that there would 
be fewer of them. He stated that in 
one block he had. counted eighteen 
poles. 

Accordingly a_resolution was passed 
instructing City Electrician Harper to 
take the matter up at once and see if 
the number of such poles could not be 
decreased. Wherever possible he will 
have the different companies use the 


same pole. 

City Engineer Clayton introduced a 
resdtution providing that council be 
urged to set aside~in the June appor- 

tionment sheet $5,000 to be used in plac- 
ing the wires of the police and fire 
alarm systems in the extra ducts. pro- 
vided in the underground systems of the 
telephone companies. 

The city engineer also introduced an- 
other resolution stipulating that all elec- 
tric lights should be discontinued in 

rivate alleys in the inner fire limits un- 
es’ permission had been secured from 
the owners of the property to lay under- 
=round wires.

DUE TAXES FOR SEVEN YEARS 


Amount Due County Said To Be 
About $2Z,000—Fi. Fas. 


Being Prepared. 


Tax Collector A. P. Stewart will begin 
& movement within a very short time to 
collect back taxes for the cotinty from 
the Southern Iron Car Line, the Express 
Coal Line and the Express Freight Line. 
County Attorney Rosser fe now engaged 
in preparing the necessary fi. fas. and 
the tax collector will levv on the prop- 
erty of the companies in Fulton county. 

The city is also after taxes from the 
lines, and already City Marshal Robert 
Riley has levied on a number of cars. It 
is stated that the cars were constructed 
by the Southern Iron Car Line. 

Tax Collector Stewart says that the 
lines are indebted to the county for taxes 
for the past seven years. and that the 
total amount due will aggregate in the 
neighborhood of $25,000. The claim of the 
county will no doubt be contested. 

It may be that the tax collector will 
find all of the cars of the lines in the 
‘eity levied on by the city, but he states 
that if he finds no cars in the cigy and 
outside in the county. on which , 
that the lines own some property upon 
which he can levy: This property can- 
not be seized by the city, as it is beyond 
the city limits. 

If the county should | find enough 
property of the companies to satisfy 
the amount of Wick taxes due, the tax 
collector says that the lien of the county 
would be of force before that of the 
city, and that,.if necessary, the county 
could fi. fa. the city and secure the money 
the latter might collect.

. TO BE DECIDED 


Courts Must Sottle Status of Insurance 
Company's Deposit. 
MANHATTAN FIRE CLAIMS 


Those Filed Against Company Ag- 
gregate About $15,000. ~ 


PEGULIAR FEATURES OF THE LAW 


Judgments Must Be Paid in the Or- 
der Rendered by the Court, 
and Not Pro Rata. 


The claims filed with State Treasurer R. 
BE. Park against the $10,000 deposit fund 
of the Manhattan Fire Insurance Compa- 
ny will present some new legal issues 
when the matter comes to be adjudicated. 

These claims continue to come in at 
the rate of one or two new ones every 
day.; Yesterday the aggregate of the 
two classes of claims against this fund 
was figured up by the treasurer at the 
request of Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright. They aggregate now nearly $15,- 
000, of which $8,066.82 is for losses by 
fires and $7,816.46 is for wnearned pre- 


miums. 

So far, therefore, the claims amount 
to about $5,000 more than the deposit 
fund. This deposit was formerly $25,006, 
but was reduced by the legislature to 
$10,000 several years ago. It is nut at 
all unlikely that these claims will aggre- 
gate $20,000 before the matter is adjudicat- 
ed. It was probably never contem- 
plated by the legislature when the ques- 
tion of making the reduction was up, that 
there could be so heavy an impairment of 
an insurance company’s capital on such 
short notice, as was the case with the 
Manhattan Fire Company. 

This being the first case of the kind to 
come up, it. will present some entirely 
new and some interesting questions. 
Treasurer Park has nothing to do with 
the distribution of the fund; he is simply 
the trustee of the deposit under the law. 
The distribution. must be made by the 
courts, and the law relating to the fund 
lays down certain rules which shall be 
followed in making the distributgon. 

Some New Legal Points. 


When a claim against this deposit fund 
is sued in court, the law requires the 
court to appoint a receiver for a sufficient 
amount of the bonds constituting the de- 
posit; to cover the amount of the claim 
and the costs of the proceeding. The re- 
ceiver sells the bonds and the proceeds 
are appropriated by the court to the pay- 
ment of whatever judgment is secured. 

Where there are several claims against 
the fund each one must be sued to judg- 
ment separately, and then the litigation 
is consolidated, and the payments, where 
the amount of the judgments exceeds the 
deposit fund, are not made pro rata, but 
the jud&ments are paid off in the order 
in which they are secured. Thus where 
the amount of the claims is in excess of 
the deposit fund, the last claimants to 
secure judgment are liable to get noth- 
ing for their trouble. 

It is a question, and one on which the 
courts will, no doubt, be called to pass, 
whether the parties holding policies with 
unearned premiums can establish any 
claim agafnst this fund. 
vides the fund for the protection of those 
who, holding policies, sustain losses by 
fire. If the courts should put thfs gfrict 
construction upon it, those holding poll- 
cies which have not expired would proba- 
bly have to look elsewhere for their un- 
earned premiums. 

It is understood that some of the com- 
pany’s agents have put in claims against 
the deposit for commissions which have 
not been paid them. Officials at the 
capitol who are interested in the matter 
are strongly of the opinion that no such 
claims as these can be collected. 

At all events the matter presents some 
new and important questions, for though 
they come up now for the first time, they 
are liable to rectir under similar circum- 
stances almost without notice.

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SHAMROCK I EASILY RUNS 
AWAY FROM SHAMROCK II 


Weymouth, May 13.—In weather condi- 
tions all favorable for a fair trial. with 
the wind fresh and steady, the course 
clear of all obstructions and no tides of 
any consequence, the Shamrock I today 
beat Sir Thomas Lipton’s new boat by 
five minutes and five seconds over a tri- 
angular course of about twenty miles. 
The only possible disadvantage tu the 
challenger’ was in the fact that she used 
her old mainsail. which sets worse since 
its salt water bath of Thursday. 

There was no discoverable holding back 
of the challenger, although once or twice 


; She pointed such a course as left the sus-

To depreciate the services of the trained 
nurse or to underrate the ability of the 
one who has her diploma, or who has 
known active experience, is but to ex- 
hibit an ignorance of the dignity of one 
of the most important professions of the 
aay, and one that is reaching out for the 
best material of brain and heart from 
among the young women of the country. 

That the course required in the Grady 
Hospital Training School for Nurses must 
be based on a good education, and that 
applicants must be possessed of more than 
average intellect is proven in the course 
of lectures upon which the young women 
are examined.

, and although still a young, woman, 


has had the experience that with her 


training places her among the leaders of 
her profession. 

“The profession of trained nursing is one 
that can be successfully pursued by only 
the best type of woman,” said Miss Rog- 
ers in an interview yesterday. “I mean 
by that, that to fulfill the requirements 


? of the profession an aspirant must be 


intelligent and well-educated, the higher 
the education the better,.and she must 
be a woman capable of appreciating the 
dignity and importance of her profession. 

‘“Thete are so many forms of illness 
now where the physicians appreciate that 
there is more of nursing and less of 
ype necessary, that only the skill- 
fii, trained nurse may hope to attain 
success financially or otherwise, in adopt- 


ing the profession. 

“As in this as in all others,’ said Miss 
Rogers, “there is room on top,”” and 
although one may hear that the field 
of trained nursing is becoming full, there 
will alwavs be found plenty of work 
for the skillful nurse to do. As the trus- 
tees and officers of the hospital are in 
continued receipt of letters from young 
women from all sections ‘of the country 
asking information pertaining to the 
Grady Hospital Training school, informa- 
tion pertaining to the rules governing ap- 
plicants are here given: 

The Grady Hospital Training School for 
Nurses is established to give three years train- 
ing to women desirous of learning the art of 
caring for the sick, 

ose wishing to obtain the course of in- 
structions must apply personally or by letter 
to the superintendent of nurses and principal 
of the training school, who will furnish printed 
instructions respecting the personal informa- 
tion to be given by applicants. Letters of ap- 
plication should be accompanied by a state- 
ment from a clergyman, testifying to good 
moral character and from a physician certi- 
fying to sound health and unimpaired facul- 
ties. Applicants must be between twenty-three 
and thirty-five years of age, of at least aver- 
age height and physique, and must give sat- 
isfactory evidence of a general fitness of dis- 
position and temperament for the work cf 
nursing, 

If approved, applicants are received into the 
school on probation. The term of probation 
to- extend over their first year. 

At -we termination of a month the applicant 
must be prepared for an examination in read- 
ing, penmanship, simple arithmetic and Eng- 
lish dictation. The examination is to test the 
applicant's ability to read aloud, to write legi- 
bly and accurately, to understand mathematics 
as far as fractions and percentage and to take 
notes of lectures, This amount of education 
is indispensable for a member of the school, 
but applicants are reminded that women of 
superior education, intelligence and cultivation 
will be preferred. 

A vacation of three weeks is allowed each 
year, 

In sickness all pupils are cared for gratul- 
tously, but the time so lost be made up, 

The course of instruction is given by visiting 
and resident physicians and surgeons, by the 
superintendent of nurses and head nurses. A 
resular course of lectures, recitations and dem- 
onstrations is given with examinations at stated 
periods. 

An allowance of $9 monthly will be given 
to each pupil nurse during her three years. 
This is not to be considered as a salary, but 
4 to cover expenses of uniforms, textbooks, 
etc.

ments for the term of three years, and passed 
the required examinations, the pupils will re- 
ceive the diploma of the training school.

of the training school. decide as to the fitness 
of pupils for the work and the propriety of

Pupils are required to be on duty not less 
than:nine hours daily.

John A. Colvin, general baggage master 
at the union depot, who was stricken with 
apoplexy while at supper in Durand's 
restaurant Saturday night, was reported 
much better last night.

taken at once to St. Joseph’s infirmary, | 


where he has had the best of care ond at- 
tention. Last night it was stated he was 
doing finely; he was thoroughly conscivus, 
the paralysis having entirely left bim, 
and it was expected he would be out 
within a short time. 

It was at first thought the attack. might 
prove fatal. Mr. Colvin went to the res- 
taurant for supper as usual. He was 
accompanied by his son, Gratton Colvin, 
who is here from New York on a visit to 
his father. They had about lLalf firished 
their supper when suddenly and without 
any. warning Mr. Coivin reeled in his 
chair, gasping for breath, and was only 
saved from falling to the floor by J. 8. 
Gaines, cashier of the restaurant, who 
was near by-and caught him as he fell.’ 

Mr. Colvin’s face turned almost black, 
and he seemed for a moment to cease 
breathing. Many of those who rushed to 
his assistance thought he was dying, and 
they made every .effort to revive him. 
Dr. Arthur G. Villee, physical director 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
who was present, gave the sick man such 
attention as he could until the arrival of 
the hospital ambulance, which carried 
him to the infirmary. 

The rumor that Mr. Colvin was dying 
caused deep regret on the street among 
the many who knew him, for he is one 
of the most.popular men in the city. He 


is about sixty-five years old and has been: 


identified with Atlanta and especially in 
railroad circles about half of his life. He 
has two sons, Oscar D. and Gratton, the 
former being his assistant and the latter 
a practicing lawyer in New York city. 
Mr. Colvin is president Of the Atlanta 
Baggage and Cab Company. He lives at 
167 Central avenue. 

Mr. Colvin has had two similar attacks 
preceding thé present one. His many 
friends will be glad to learn that the ef- 
fects of the present one promise to be no 
worse than were the others. 


BOARD HAD QUIET SESSION. 


Aldermen Yesterday Reconsidered 
Action on Collector’s Salary and 
Then Tabled the Ordinance. * 

The special meeting of the aldermanic 
board yesterday afternoon was a short 
one. What few matters were up for 
consideration were disposed of in short 
order.

The board concurred 
in the action of council in agreeing to 
have the city hands assist in putting the 
exposition grounds in good shape for the 
Southern Inter-State Fair Association at 
once. The work consists in grading and 
repairing drives. 

The resolution of Councilman Lewis 
calling for. an appropriation ‘of $150 to 
improve the appearance’ of the council 
chamber was approved by the board. The 
work has already been done, the alder- 
men at the former meeting agreeing that 
when the resolution came up, to take fa- 
vorable action on it. With that assur- 
ance the committee on public buildings 
and grounds of council was enabled to 
proceed with the work: contemplated.

Urges Citizens To Take Interest in 
Matter and Preserve Health 
of City. 

Property owners and tenants all over 
the city are urged by Mayor Mims to sce 
to it that the sidewalks in front of their 
homes or places of business are swept 
each morning and kept clean throughout 
the day. There is an ordinance regulat- 
ing this matter and the chief of the san- 
itary department and the commissioner of 
public works will see that it is observed.

“Any person or persons who reside on, 
or do business on any of the streets in 
the boundaries known as the sanitary 
limits, or any other person who shall de- 
posit on any of the aforesaid streets,or the 
sidewalks of said streets, any sweepings 
from any stores, or dwelling houses, or 
places of business, or any paper, hair, 
fuel, slop or washing of any kind, water- 
melon rinds and seeds, fruit parings, any 
vegetable matter or any kind of garbage, 
shall, on conviction tn the recorder’s 
court,, pay a fine of not exceeding $100 
for each and every offense, or be impris- 
oned not exceeding thirty days, or both, 
in the discretion of the court.”’ 

“There is nothing which adds so to 
the beauty of a city as clean sidewalks,”’ 
said the mayor. “Not only that, but a 
clehn city is a healthy city. It is to be 
hoped that every property Owner and 
tenant in Atlanta will take an interest 
in this matter and have their sidewalks 
in first-class order every day.’’
